he grandjury found no indictment 
against any of the persons connected with 
the city lighting scandal, The report says 
that the jurors regret this and it further 
savas that the reason that no indictments 
were returned is because the laws make 
the bribe-giver and the bribe-taker equaily 
guilty, and that it was impossib;le to se- 
cure the evidence. 

The House of Delegates was investigated 
and was severely arraigned in the final re- 
port. The grandjury in its deliberations 
found 126 true bills and returned 23 ignored 
bills. Here is the report: 


report says 


In obedience to your instructions we have 
diligentiy inquired into the alleged charges 
of corruption and bribery among city offic- 
jials, as they appeared from time to time 


in the city press, and rumors of which were 
rife and plentiful among our citizens, but 
regret to be obliged to report that we have 
found it impossible to obtain such evidence 
as would convict under existing laws. Ow- 
ing to the law in our State which makes 
the giver and receiver of a bribe equally 
guilty, it is almost impossible to obtain di- 
rect evidence of bribery. 

White circumstances may point tn such 
direction, while we migtht feel morally cer- 
tain that bribery did exist, it is impossible 
to prove the same. Partes engaged tn such 
practices are fully versed and posted, and 
are usually too smart to leave uncovered 
any tracks that might lead to their convic- 
tion. 

In examining {nto the recent aciion and 
non-action of our City Legis.ature with ref- 
erence to lighting ordinances, we have ‘had 
before us a large number of witnesses. We 
interrogated the officers of such corpora- 
tions as have money interest in city :egisla- 
tion;-we have had before us members of the 
City Council and of the House of Dele- 
€ates; we have had the benefit cf the tes- 
timony of newspaper mer and citizens, but 
notwithstanding our most strenuous efforts 
we have been unable to find any direct evi- 
dence of bribery. 

Rumors of all kinds, alleged interviews, 
conversations and statements by interested 
ard disinterested purties, were carefully 
eifted and inquired into with the same neg- 
ative and unsatisfactory result. 

We find that the House of Delegates, in 
which the lighting ordinances heve been 
heid up, was reorganized shortly after its 
organization. We also find from the testi- 
mony submitted to us that a large num- 
ber of members combined? forming a work- 
ing majority for controlling legislation {n 
that body, This majority did not represent 
a division on party lines, nor have we 
been able to find from direct testimony any 
good reason or cause for its existence oth- 
er than the power and influence which 
would come by en absolute control of legis- 
bation. 

We find from the evidence that the fali}- 
Ure to pass lighting bills lessened the possi 
bility of competition and to that extent at 
least the interest of the city has been neg- 
lected, 

We regret exceedingly that there ie no 
law under which the municipal legiskature 
main be heid responsible for tailing to pro- 
Vide city institutions with one of the great- 
est of all necessities—iight. 

We find from the evidence submiited to us 
that the proceedings in the House of 
Bates are not conducted in a manner 
as usually does and should prevail in 
isiative or parliamentary bodies We 
that the customs there prevailing and 
language used were characterized by 
evidence before us as the customs 
language of the slums. Ali of this, 
ever, Was not a subject matter fo. 
Ment and it ia with great 
are obliged to state that ou: 
direction of proving fraud or bribery 
been tn vain. 

We found a more fruitful fleid when in- 
vestigating the offices of Suppiy Commis- 
sioner. Our attention having been directed 
to the fact that supplies for the city were 
being bought in a manner contrary to the 
existing ordinances governing the purchase 
of city supplies, and that the cily Was pay- 
ing exorbitant prices, when by following 
the oe ordinances supplies could have 
been bought for renesonable prices, We 
have made this the of a 
rigid examination.

Before going into details we will state 
that some of the city Institutions have at 
their head officials careful, competent and 
gealous to pretect the interesis of the ecltyv. 
When goods were charged at exorbitant 
pricew and attempted to be delivered to 
such of our city institutions as are officered 
by officials as above described, the goods 
were returned, overcharges corrected and 
supplies bought under competition for much 
lese money. It is a souree of regret that all 
-of our city Institutions are not thus off!- 
cered and that the interests of the city are 
rot better protected by tnose whose sworn 
duty it is to do so.

provided with scales on which bulky goods 
could be weighed. Coal, ice, hay, grain and 
all staples of this character are accepted 
by the city institutions on the mere say so 
of contractors as to weights and measure- 
ments. In no instanee has it been possible 
for faithful superintendents to verify 
weights, but innumerable are the instances 
in which fraud was suspecied, and in quite 
a few fraud as to weights has been actually 
established. In the furnishing of coal the 
greatest looseness has prevailed. In some 
instances drivers knew and stated after )e- 
ing questioned that their tickets ealled for 
thousands of pounds of coal more than the 
wagon contained. 

In one instance when the bill of the con- 
tractor was disputed It was found that a 
bill had been'presented to the city for 999 
tons when by actual measurement by sev- 
eral civil engineers it was found that the 
capacity of the place was 742 toms. This 
same coal was weighed as consumed and 
showed that the total welght was 720 2-10 
tons. Had the city paid the bill as present- 
ed by the contractor he would have re- 
ceived pay for %8 tons which had never 
been delivered. 

Notwithstanding all 
mains unchanged: the eaime contractors 
still deliver in the same manner, and we 
find that during this fiscal vear, in which 
we had a mi!d winter, one of our institu- 
tiong paid $783.58 more for the coal con- 
sumed than ihe amount paid last year, 
when the winter was most extraordinary 
and severe. 

‘We find furth*r that a systematic effort 
Was made to pribe the employes in one of 
the fnstitutiona by offering them a cer- 
tain stated sum for aigning tickets 
for cou not delivered to the 
city and we have promp@y found 
indictment against the . offender in the 
one tnetance in which the evidence was 
conclusive. ‘Yhe attempted fraud on the 
city whicn resulted in the allowance of 263 
tons, we are Informed, is not in shape for 
immediate prosecution. 

In the matter of dry goods we find large 
purchases made without competition, and 
in one instance one of our inetitutions re- 
jected bla ikets at $8.624% a pair, which were 
subsequently and only a few days there- 
after bought at $2.32 per pair, for the same 
brand, weignt and quality. We regret ex- 
ceedingly io be obliged to state that hun- 
dreds of pairs of these blankets were fur- 
nished to atid accepted by other of our city 
institutions without protest and paid for at 
the exorbitant price above referred to. 

Requisitions from the same institution 
on the same day for the same article ag- 
gregating in value hundreds of dollars we 
find have been split up for the evident pur- 
pose of evading the law and the goods 
purchased without bidding from the above 
mentioned favored few at exorbitant prices, 
when some of our largest and most re- 
liable merchants stood ready to bid for 
the city’s needs and supplies ona basis of 
the most modest profit. We find in some 
instances the city buying its supplies from 
concerns organized for the sole purpose of 
supplying the city. We further find that 
those manufacturers and merchants who 
desire to supply goods to the city through 
the office of the Commissioner of Supplhes 
are in said office referred to these corpora- 
tions and unless they succeed in arranging 
with them, their goods and product are 
exciuded. 

It is manifestly against the city’s interests 
to buy in that manner, and in our opinion 
it is not asking too much of the Supply 
Commissioner of a city like St. Louis to 
keep himself thoroughly posted not only as 
to the law governing purchases, but as 
to the value of the commodities that he 
buys.

We recommend that tha safeguards that 
all business men apply to rheir own affairs 
be appited to the affairs of the city, and 
fel satisfied that many thousands of dol- 
lars could be annually saved if such were 
done.

We have given all the opportunity to ap- 
pear before us and to substantiate these 
charges; we have called in person on sane 
of the editors of our newepapers and huve 
asked that information with references tu 
these charges be brought before us We 
regret exceedingly to be obliged to state 
that no one has appeared before this Grand- 
jury to substantiate such charges. 

It has been our aim and effort to inves- 
tigate these charges fearlessly, but without 
the evidence and assistance of those who 
claim to have in thelr possession knowledge 
of conduct on the part.of the police itt ts 
manifestly impossible for us to get at the 
bettom of such charges. 

On the other hand, the police officials 
appear ta be anxious for a thorough in- 
vestigation of the department. They claim 
that one of the causes of crime is what is 
known as criminal suggestion and that the 
detailed description of crime is aimost oer- 
tain to be followed by similar crimes.

| We find on investigation that there does 
not exist that cordial co-voperation between 
| the Police Department and the police courts 
which alane ean establish the supremacy 
of law in our community. 

| When offenders are subject to frequent 
'arrests and when a system prevails under 
| which they are either set free, fined simply 
the costs of the case, or when fined have 
\their fines stayed: when grafters and pro- 
fessional bondsmen have it in thelr pawer 
to fix matters without the defendant being 
obliged to go to court; when wholesale ar- 
rests result {n absolutely nothing, the ad- 
ministration of the Jaw becomes a farce and 
the law itself is brought into ridicule and 
contempt. 

The police claim it Is 
under present conditions. 

We find on investigation that fines in our 
police courts are but seldom collected, but 
constantly stayed. Wholesale arrests be- 
come a source of revenue to professional! 
bondsmen and grafters; they accomplish 
no good, No effort is made to reform the 
unfortunates; they are simply turned out 
to be rearrested at ceftain stated periods, 
thus furnishing additional income to graft- 
ers and bondsmen. i 

We approve of the system now introduced, 
to take the personal bonds of these unfor- 
tunates and release them on their own 
recognisance. 

The wineroom question has had our care- 
ful consideration, and we find that here 
aiso the want of co-operation exists, Lut 
it is between the Police Commissioners on 
the one hand and the Excise Commissoiner 
on the other. 

We have had presented to us for investi- 
Fation charges of unbecoming conduct 
against Judge G. B. Sidener of the First 
District Polfee Court while off the bench. 
We regret to he obliged to annougce that 
the charzes were sustained by the evidence 
and we recommend that this charge of mis- 
conduct be investigated by His Honor, the 
Mayor, and such steps be taken as will 
iréure the dignity and purity of the bench. 
Without a wholesome respect for those who 
occupy the inonorable positions of judges of 
our courts, the administration of justice 1s 
leveled to a farce, and becomes a travesty, 
and the very existence of popular govern- 
ment thereby becomes threatened. 

Our attention having been directed to the 
return to this city of a noted criminal, 
upon the advice of the acting prosecuting 
attorney, and upon his promise that @ sen- 
tence pending against him in the courts 
would be stayed and the fine remitted, we 
beg to say that in our opinion great 
care should be exorcised by the courts in 
temporarily filling the office of assistant 
prosecuting attorney in the absence of the 
regular incumbent. As this office requires 
a knowledge of the criminal law, and as 
criminal lawyers have criminals for cli- 
ents; as it would ‘be unlikely that a criml- 
nal lawyer would discontinue his private 
practice while temporarily filling a city or 
State office, it is but natural that crimi- 
nais will avail themselves of such tempo- 
rary appointment on the part of their at- 
torney and ask for favors that they would 
otherwise be less likely to receive. In this 
direction much can be done to further the 
co-operation between the department of 
justice and the police department. We 
recommend that that be carefully consid- 
ered and such co-operation encouraged and 
promoted. 


MEIER’S APPOINTMENT. 


It Was the Result of a Dicker Made 
With the Mayor. 

It was intimated when Mr. Meier was ap- 
pointed supply commiesioner that his ap- 
pointment was the result of a dicker be- 
tween his father, the president of the coun- 


cil, and the Mayor. 

The Mayor's appointments had been sub- 
jected to cateunlls severe scrutiny by the 
Council, a majority of which voied to- 
gether for the rejection of most of them. 
This created a deadlock condition, which 
caused gray hairs tc appear on the ‘Mayor's 
head. Thare seemed no way to break the 
Council combine against appointments. Vot- 
ing in the combine was President Meier of 
the Council. Mr. Meier stuck like a leech 
to the combine, and it seemed as though 
the Mayor would have to ask the mem- 
bers to tell nim whem to appoint, 

One night all was changed. The Mayor 
sent in a slate on which was the name of 
Frederick C. Meier for Supply Commis- 
sioner. Wresident Meler of the Council 
voted that night for the confirmation of the 
Mayor’s appointees, including his son. His 
vote broke the combine and the Mayor had 
no trouble getting his appointments con- 
firmed afterward.

THE LAW OF REMOVAL. 


Mayor or Council May Act and Reap- 
point. 


The following sections in the City 
Charter set forth the manner in which ap- 
pointed officers may be removed and their 
successors appointed: 

“Whenever the Mayor shall remove any 
appointed officer from office, he shall im- 
mediately notifv the Council ef such re- 
moval and the causes therefor, and said 
Council shall fil the vacancy voy electing 
a suitable person to fill the place. I[f the 
Council be not In session the Mayor shall 
temporarily fill the vacancy, and shall re- 
port the fact of the removal at the next 
session of the Council. The Mayor shall 
have the power or removing an officer so 
elected as if he had been appolimted by the 
Mayor.

Golden’s Illness Delays the Trial—No 
Session Was Held Monday Morn- 
ing Because He Could Not At- 
tend—Dramatic Incidents 
of the Hearing.

FRANKFORT, Ky.. March %.—The trial 
of Republican Secretary of State Caleb 
Powers, charged with being an accessory 
to the assassination of Gov. Goebel, was 
resumed at 10 o’clock to-day. 

Wharton Golden, the prosecution's star 
witness, who finished ‘this direct cxamina- 
tion Saturday, but was taken sick and una- 
bie to be crossexamined, was the first wit- 
ness called, but was not in the courtroom, 
and a deputy sheriff was sent to the hotel 
after him. 

W'hile the sheriff went after the witness 
Powers talked with his friends. 

County Attorney Polsgrove, at 11 e’rock, 
announced that Golden was ill, but that the 
doctor thought he would be able to appear 
at 1 o’clock, and asked the judge to adjough 
court until that hour, which was done. 

A reign of feuds and assassinations is ex- 
pected as a result of this trial. 

Court convened at 1.0'clock and Golden 
was immediately placed on the stand and 
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JUDGE J. D. MOORE. 


County Judge J. D. Moore, who is presiding in the 
frial, is a pieturesque character. There are no fire 
flourishes about Judge Moore. He is a plain, blunt 
man of few words. He brings common sense. to 
bear with his knowledge of the law in deciding 
questions which come before him, and has as much 
disregard of the rules of grammar as he has of 
technical procedure.

arrived at Magersfontein soon after the 
Boer victory of Dec, ll. He found the 
camp in ubllant spirits. The burghers 
were accustomed to sing psalms and hoid 
divine service while being bombarded by 
the naval guns.

In the engagement at Koffyfon- 
tein the digorder was such that Major Al- 
brecht'’s artillery fired on ‘cistant “détach- 
ments without knowing for certain whether 
they were burghers or English. Even then 
the Boers were still in. the open and the 
attack waa directed against. their-camp 
and consequently set about raising defenses 
in the rear.

TOPEKA, Kas., March %.—The initial 
number of the Kansas Knocker, a maga- 
zine published here by J. F. Jarrell and My- 
ron A. Waterman, local newspaper men, 
contains an article by John J. Ingalls on 
the Sheldon newspaper experiment. It fol- 
lows: 

“tT belong to no church and svwhscribe to 
no creed, but I believe in God and immor- 
tality and that we shall reap what we sow 
here and hereafter. : 

“T recognize religion as a prodigious force 
in human affairs and Christianity as one 
of its most impressive manifestations. 
While other religions are older and have 
endured longer and have more followers, 
none has exerted such immense influence 
upon government, society and civilization. 
Its sanction rests entirely upon the example 
and teachings of Jesus, for whom theolo- 
gians claim much more than he ever 
claimed for himself. 

“He was poor. He had no education. His 
life to the age of 30 was passed in manuel 
labor. His associates, male and female, 
were ignorant and obscure. His public 
career was less than three years. He wrote 
nothing. He wandered about in the fields, 
among the mountains and by the sea talk- 
ing familiarly to his companions, to chance 
acquaintances and at picnics and camp- 
meetings. His recorded acts and words 
sould not fill five newspaper columns and 
were not collected till many years after his 
death. 

“Whatever opinion may be: held as to his 
divinity, he is one of the colossal figures 
of history. Pilate and Herod and Cesar, 
the kings and heroes and philosophers of 
that time are nothing. No one cares that 
they lived or died, but millions would die 
rather than surrender their faith in Jesus. 

“What Jesus would do were he in Kansas 
to~<ilay can best be determined by consider- 
ing what he did when he was in Nazareth 
1900 years ago. He attended strictly to his 
own business. He did not meddle in other 
people’s affairs, He only sought to estab- 
lish a spiritual kingdom and his empire was 
in the hearts of men. : 

“He told his followers to render unto 
Cesar the things that were Cesar’s. He 
neither bought nor sold nor interfered in 
politics, He said that all men were broth- 
ers, that God was their father and that 
they should do as they would be done by. 

“Ecclesiastical mountebanks who are di- 
rectly responsible for the blasphemous buf- 
foonery of asking how Jesus would shave 
if he were a barber wha;t he would do if he 
had a headache; how he wouki run a daily 
newspaper; how he would act if he were 
in Gen. Buller’s place in South Africa, are 
inflicting irreparable injury upon the cause 
of religion. They make a joke of the pas- 
sion of the Garden of Gethsemane and cast 
contempt upon the agonies of Calvary. 

“It would be no greater sacrilege to ask 
what God would do. It is desecrating the 
greatest name in the world’s registration. 

“It is trifling with the most awful mys- 
tery of the universe.”

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—Senator Davis | 


of Minnesota has introduced a substitute 


for the Porto Rican bill, which. provides for | 
free trade between the United States and | 


Porto Rico, and extends the internal rev- 
enue laws with amendments over the island. 
The act is declared provisional and shall not 
coninue longer than March 1, 192. 

The bill in full is as follows: 

Sec. 1—That Porto Rico is hereby made 
an internal revenue district. That the 


iaws of the United States providing for. in- | 


ternal revenue taxation and collection, not 
locally inapplicable, are hereby extended io 
and shall remain in force in Porto Rico, 
excepting as herein otherwise provided, 
for the term stated in this act. The Pres- 
ident by, and with the advice and consent 
of, the Senate, shall appoint a collector of 
internal revenue for said district, who shall 
receive an annual salary of $4000, and whose 
office shall be at San Juan. 

2. That, excepting as herein other- 


wise provided, 15 per cent of all the internal 
revenue taxes imposed by the laws of the 
United States shall be collected in said dis- 
trict. No stamp taxes imposed by said laws 
upon written or printed accuments shall be 
collected [In said district. The Secretary 
of the Treasury ‘is hereby autnorized and 
directed to make all neediul] regulations to 
carry this act into effect, and to prescribe 
the compensatian of all officers and agents 
necessary for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. The amount of all taxes so col- 
lected, less the necessary expenses of col- 
lection, are hereby appropriated and piaced 
at the disposal of the President to be ex- 
pended under. his direction for the govern- 
ment of Puerto Rico now existing and here- 
after to be established, and for the public 
education, public works and other govern- 
mental and public purposes therein. 

See. 4. Upon tobacco not grown in Puerto 
Rico, and upon all manulactures thereof, 
and upon rum or other distilled spirits pro- 
duced from substances not grown in Porto 
Rico, the full tax provided by the internal 
revenue laws of the United States shall be 
collected. Upon tobacco grown in Puerto 
Rico, and the manufactures thereof, and 
upon rum and other spirits distilled or made 
from sugar cane or other agricultural prod- 
uct grown in Puerto Rico, or from the prod- 
uct of such sugar cane or other agricultural 
product, the said tax of % per cent shall be 
imposed the same as upon other subjects of 
internal taxation. 

Sec. 6. That the President, whenever he 
shall be satisfied that a local self-govern- 
ment has been established in Puerto Rico 
adequate to ralse and callect taxes by its 
own legislation, shall have the power from 
time to time by proclamation to decrease 
the said percentum of taxation, or to whol- 
ly abolish the same. 

Sec. 6—That no duties on imports or 
exports shall after the passage of this act 
be levied or collected on any articles im- 

orted from the United States into Porto 

ico, or from Porto Rico into the United 
States. 

Sec. 7—This act shall be taken and held 
to be provisional in its purposes and in- 
tended to meet a pressing present need for 
revenue for the island of Porto Rico, and 
shall not continue in force after the first 
day of March, 1902,

As a 
whole the company is equal to all the de- 
mands made upon it and the well known 
play is being given an entirely adequate 
production. As a bill for a week ‘Secret 
Service’ bids fair to press the record at
